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The newly reorganized South 
San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce held its second meet¬ 
ing Tuesday night at the city 
hall, business being transacted 
in rapid-fire action. 

The aim of the organization 
is to have a strong membership 
of not less than 100. Already 
the membership is in excess of 
fifty-seven, the number reported 
by Chairman E. E. Cunningham 
of the membership comh'ilttee at 
the meeting. 

In making his report, Judge 
Cunningham pointed out that it 
is far more important to hav^ 
live active members than to 
have a large membership com¬ 
posed of members more or less 
indifferent. No apathetic mem¬ 
bers will be tolerated should the 
membership committee hold 
sway. 

In one day Judge Cunningham 
was able to secure eight mem¬ 
bers, and he said that when he 
found that action wasn’t com¬ 
ing quick enough, he would grab 
a live citizen and have him get 
new members. The live citizen 
could then pass the work on, 
and many could, in turn, work 
along this line of action in se¬ 
curing new members. 

The annexation problem and 
Greater San Francisco came up 
for consideration at the meeting. 
There appeared to be doubt as 
to the scope of the constitutional 
amendments now pending before 
the legislature. There are two 
distinct measures being consid¬ 
ered at Sacramento. One of the 
propositions favors immediate 
annexation, while the other pre¬ 
serves the Identity of various 
cities and communities affected 
by insuring a permanent 
borough system. 

Attorney J. W. Colebewl ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that the law 
which did not preserve the au¬ 
tonomy of the Peninsula com¬ 
munities was exceedingly 
vicious, and that this belief 
was held generally by leading 
legal authorities who had 
studied the situation carefully. 

It was the sense of the 
chamber that speakers be in¬ 
vited to discuss t: e annexation 
question pro and con, and that 
a date be set for this purpose 
and a large hall rented so that 
the public could hear the prob¬ 
lem discussed at first hand. 

A communication from the 
San Francisco Chamber of 
Commerce, dealing with the free 
market and other matters now 
before the legislature, was re¬ 
ferred to the board of directors. 

Secretary Joseph Walker has 
on file data in connection with 
proposed legislation which may 
be read by any person upon re¬ 
quest. 

G. Garl of the Enterprise 
Foundry discussed at length a 
proposition to establish a club¬ 
house and gymnasium. This 
met with the enthusiastic ap¬ 
proval of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce.

South San Francisco played an im¬ 
portant role in the Dumbarton bridge 
meeting, held 'Saturday at Redwood 
City. This community furnished the 
booster gathering ever held on the 
president of the meeting, the biggest 
Peninsula, lie was W. J. Martin, 
president of the Dumbarton Bridge 
Highway Association. The South San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce was 
represented in the persons of Joseph 
G. Walker, A. 1*. Scott, Dr. J. C. Mc¬ 
Govern, I*. Pala, Rev. L. C. Kelley and 
F. A. Cunningham, who were ofiicinlly 
appointed by President W. J. Dinning 
of the loeul civic organization. Super¬ 
visor Thomas L. Hickey was present 
in Ills official capacity. 

The gathering lias left behind a 
trail of great enthusiasm, which lias 
never before been equaled in connec¬ 
tion with any public-spirited enter¬ 
prise on the Peninsula. 

Mayor James Rolph Jr. was among 
those who expressed a deep faith in 
the project, and on behalf of the 
people of San Francisco promised 
every aid to the Dumbarton Highway 
Bridge Association, which called the 
meeting. Mayor Davie of Oakland also 
addressed the meeting. 

Fifty automobiles brought the 
bridge boosters to Redwood City. 

The meeting was opened by Dr. C. 
V. Thompson, chairman of the San 
Mateo county Hoard of Supervisors, 
who after making an address of wel¬ 
come, turned the meeting over to W. 
J. Martin, president of the Dumbarton 
Bridge Highway Association. 

• Valley Brought Nearer. 

Martin explained the preliminary 


work that had been done by his or¬ 
ganization and the Redwood City 
Chamber of Commerce which fathered 
the movement. F. H. Drake of the 
Redwood City Chamber of Commerce, 
with tlie aid of maps, showed the 
actual necessity of the bridge, which 
aims to bring San Francisco fifty 
miles nearer to San Joaquin valley 
points. Tlie bridge would link the 
two great universities—California and 
Stanford—together. 

Speakers from Centerville explained 
the great interest in tlie bridge on 
the east side of the bay. 

Colonel Frank W. Marston of the 
Downtown Association and Percy 
Towne of the California State Auto¬ 
mobile Association delivered strong 
talks in favor of tlie bridge. They 
pledged that their organizations would 
do their utmost to aid the project. 

Mayor Kolpli said that San Fran¬ 
cisco was particularly interested in 
(he project, which would bring the 
bay communities closer together. He 
declared that the bridge was but one 
of many things which indicate«hj^ 
community interest. He touched upon 
the Greater San Francisco movement, 
and said that he hoped to see the dajS 1 
when all the bay districts would be 
united. He was enthusiastically 
i heered when he declared that un¬ 
doubtedly Hunter’s Point would be 
chosen as the site for the Pacific 
coast naval base, and that lie also be¬ 
lieved Redwood City would be selected 
as the aviation base. These selec¬ 
tions, said Rolph, mean the expendi¬ 
ture of $25,000,000 by the United 


Garl, after being introduced at the 
last meeting of the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, declared that South San 
Francisco should erect and support a 
clubhouse similar to the one that has 
been in operation for some time at 
Crockett, where tlie sugar refinery 
employs between 500 and 600 men.

About 100 laborers, principally for¬ 
eigners, walked out Tuesday from the 
South San Francisco plant of the Pa¬ 
cific Coast Steel Company for shorter 
hours and more pay. The strikers 
want an eight-hour workday and a 
minimum wage of $2.50. They were 
receiving $2.25 for a ten-hour day. 

The difficulty started last Saturday, 
when one of the foreigners quit work 
in a huff. Later the laborers aired 
their grievances together and decided 
to strike. The strikers are not offi¬ 
cially organized, no union being in 
existence. 

About 600 men are employed at the 
steel mills. It is reported that the 
matter will be settled shortly. Rush 
orders because of tlie war had 
caused the plant to run day and night.

A toll bridge across tlie bay at Dumbarton, between Newark and Red¬ 
wood City, was discussed this week at a meeting of tlie leaders of tlie 
Dumbarton bridge movement held at a luncheon at the Union League Club 
in San Francisco. 

It was shown that even the nominal toll of lb cents charged eaeh vehicle 
using the bridge would result in an income of $111111 a week, tills estimate 
being based on tlie assertion that at least 6000 machines would use the bridge 
weekly. 

Tills was considered a conservative estimate of toll charges, in view of 
the fact that from twelve to fifteen thousand machines use the state highway 
down the Peninsula on an average fair Sunday. 

T. J. Bassett, in discussing the toll matter, declared that the Dumbarton 
bridge project was one in which tlie whole state was interested. He said 
that if the bridge were built it would result in the development of an im¬ 
mense traffic between San Joaquin and Sacramento valley points that would 
more than pay tlie cost of bridge construction in a very short time. Tlie toil, 
he said, would pay the interest and leave a handsome protit.

Having danced their way to fame 
in the European capitals and in South 
America, the internationally cele¬ 
brated Maurice and Florence Walton 
are now making their motion picture 
debut in the Famous Players-Para- 
mount picture, “The Quest of Life,” 
which is the attraction at the Royal 
Theatre for next Tuesday night, Feb¬ 
ruary 20th.

He, 
himself, has never aspired to great 
things, being content to occupy him¬ 
self with the small affairs of life, 
knowing full well, wise man that he 
is, that of such is human life com- j 
posed. He would smile with in¬ 
credulity were you to hint to him of j 
his great popularity, because he is 
essentially one of the humble ones of 
earth. 

And his great popularity—whence 
comes it? 

In his heart he has caught and held , 
the echo of a voice from the far-off 
past—“and the second is like unto | 
this: thou shalt love thy neighbor as- 
thyself.”

SCHOOLS AND COMMUNITY LIFE. 

Probably no other agency of man’s j 
creating has such far-reaching power j . 
for good in the community as good,! 1 
live, up-o-date schools. 

The time is long past in this coun¬ 
try when “any old school” will serve 
the purpose. 

In no ago of the world was busi¬ 
ness competition ever so keen and 
relentless as at the present, and never 
before was it so imperative that our 
young brains be trained and developed 
to their full capacity. 

Nothing is truer to-day than that a 
community is known by the quality of j 
its schools, for it is a fact that the j 
school is a perfect barometer for the 
community. As the community, so 
(he school; and conversely, as the 
school, so the community. 

But aside from the mere educational 
consideration, a progressive school in 
a community exerts its influence in 
other directions frequently very little 
regarded by the community generally. 

In the first place, a real, live, pro¬ 
gressive school is never found in a 
dead community. As well expect 
mushrooms from a barren soil as to 
expect educational perfection where 
none is expected or demanded. 

So, then, the really progressive 
school presupposes a like spirit in the 
| community. 

Men of observation and intelligence 
have this fact in mind when seeking 
j a location for a home. 

Probably the two first questions 
i asked by nine out of every ten home- j 
J seekers are: “What of your schools?” 
and “What of your churches?” 
j The really desirable citizen, with a 
; family of sons and daughters to rear, 
is always suspicious of the town with¬ 
out good school facilities. He is 
j aware of the fact that the mere ab- 
| sence of these facilities argues a lack 
( of interest on the part of the com- 
munity at large, and rightly refuses 
I to cast his lot with them. 

So that, from a material point of 1 
, view, the higher we build our schools, 
j the stronger their drawing power in | 
i the material things of life. 

We have said that the school is the j 
barometer for the community. It is 
pre-eminently so from a standpoint of 
morals. 

The old adage, "As the father, so 
the son,” is fast losing its force in 
this day. Instead, we are tending to 
coin a counter-adage, “As the son, so 
the father.” So that, as we build up 
our schools year by year to a higher 


and higher state of efficiency, they in 
turn are building up the individual 
members of the community, gradually 
trimming off crudeness and coarse¬ 
ness, elevating the character and 
generally remodeling and revitalizing 
the entire body politic. 

Then what of the schools of this 
community? Are they our first con¬ 
sideration? They should be. 

What other interest in life have you, 
leader, that can for a moment com¬ 
pare with the welfare of your chil¬ 
dren? 

And what other influence in the 
child’s life is there to compare with 
that of his school. 

Get this fact firmly fixed in your 
brain and heart: As your school, so 
will your child be. The child will be 
a faithful product of the school that 
molds his character. 

Are we afraid to invest a few hun¬ 
dred dollars, or a few thousand, in 
modern school facilities? 

No community ever yet made the 
investment, that it was not returned 
many fold. Viewed from a purely 
financial standpoint, it is the safest 
investment we can possibly make. 

There is absolutely no excuse for a 
poor school in any community of 
self-supporting men and women. 

The community that refuses to give 
of its best to its schools, will find 
itself as the years go by gradually 
losifig in the race of life. 

And the people who deem no sacri¬ 
fice too great to be made for their 
children’s welfare will year by year 
climb higher. 

What of this community?

J County Tax anil License Collector 
Ambrose McSweeney appeared before 
tbe board of supervisors Tuesday 
morning and informed tbe members 
| that he was receiving a number of 
1 complaints and protests from the 
merchants of the county, especially 
in the third township, against the in¬ 
vasion of peddlers from the outside, 
soliciting and selling their merchan¬ 
dise without paying the license re¬ 
quired by county ordinance No. 204. 
The license required from these out¬ 
side solicitors is $250 a year. 

“The protests are mostly from 
Menlo Park merchants,” said Mc¬ 
Sweeney, “whose business is being 
considerably injured by these outside 
peddlers, who come principally from 
Palo Alto and openly violate the ordi¬ 
nance requiring them to pay a license, 
if there is any question of the con¬ 
stitutionality of tbe present ordinance, 
then it should be looked into, and if 
found wanting a new one should be 
drafted. Otherwise the ordinance 
should be enforced and the home 
merchants protected.” 

The supervisors agreed with Mc¬ 
Sweeney and empowered the license 
collector to take steps to enforce the 
ordinance without delay. McSweeney 
appeared in Justice of the Peace 
Seeley’s court and secured warrants, 
which will be turned over to Con¬ 
stable Martin Walsh for the arrest of 
certain offenders now known to be 
soliciting in the county without the 
required license. 

LOCAL BANK WINS 
BIG LEGAL VICTORY 


Some years ago W. AT. Roberts, for¬ 
merly cashier of the National Bank of 
San Mateo, mortgaged his property to 
the Bank of South San Francisco to 
secure a loan. lie afterwards secured 
additional advances upon his promissory 
notes. Roberts afterwards became obli¬ 
gated as indorsed upon a number of 
notes given by others to the Bank of 
South San Francisco. 

About the time when ATr. Roberts be¬ 
came involved in financial difficulty the 
hank was pressing him for payment. 
Being unable to meet its demands, he 
offered to deed his property for the 
purpose of securing his several obliga¬ 
tions, in consideration of an extension j 
of time. This was accepted by the ' 
bank, and fortunately the deed from 
Roberts to the hank was promptly re¬ 
corded. Four days later a deed from 
Roberts and wife to Afrs. Palmer, the 
mother of ATrs. Roberts, was recorded. 
Of this deed the Bank of South San, 
Francisco never had any knowledge until 
it appeared on record. 

Rater Airs. Palmer brought suit to 
quiet her title against the Bank of South 
San Francisco. In return the hank filed 
a cross-complaint asking foreclosure of 
the mortgage and, claiming that the 
deed from Roberts to the hank, being 
given for the purposes of security, was 
in reality a mortgage, asked foreclosure 
of this deed as a mortgage. 

The whole amount involved was be¬ 
tween $10,000 and $11,000. 

Judge Buck has rendered his decision 
in favor of the Bank of South San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

William H. Chapman of San Francisco 
represented Mrs. Palmer and J. W. Cole- 
herd the Bank of South San Francisco.

In an interview with the Rev. Leslie 
C. Kelley yesterday, the pastor gave 
The Enterprise representative the in¬ 
formation that he has received word, 
very conclusively, that many of the 
women ejected from the segregated dis¬ 
trict in San Francisco are settling in 
the roadhouses in San Mateo county. 

“It will be a simple matter at this 
time, when public opinion is high, to 
make it impossible for them to remain,” 
said Mr. Kelley, quoting directly from 
the report he received, “but San Mateo 
county may possibly let this evil grow 
upon her if she is not upon the alert.” 

“Shame and sadness go hand in hand,” 
continued the pastor. “It is a pity that 
where glaring sin abounds, somebody 
has to suffer in its eradication. And 
the sufferer is not always the real 
sinner. In the case of every one of 
these women some MAN is the wretch 
who ought to suffer. Don’t blame the 
women; many of them are living in 
their own homes in residence parts of 
the cities, and supporting families 
through the profits of lives of shame. 
They go to and from their places of 
business by night. It is also true that 
most of them are women of weak moral 
fiber. It has generally been easy for 
foul-minded men to draw them into 
vice. Once a woman’s character is lost, 
there is little hope of its recovery. 

“Low wages are not responsible for 
their downfall. There are hundreds of 
thousands of women working for eight 
dollars a week whose lives are spotless 
from the social evil. But they are 
women who are of stronger moral fiber. 
They have sense enough not to be out 
alone at night for even a moment. They 
will not go out at all with an escort 
until certain of who and what he is. 

“The problem of the woman of the 
evil life is a problem of the weak. It 
is moral weakness, but deserves JUST 
AS MUCH loving sympathy as physical 
or spiritual weakness. 

“I would be glad to meet with San 
Mateo county people who desire to 
work at this awful problem and bring 
it to a solution. But I shall NOT join 
in any exort to merely drive these un¬ 
fortunate women about like a herd of 
diseased cattle. They are human souls, 
every single one. Let those who ’PRO¬ 
FESS and CALL themselves Christians’ 
act in the Christian way toward them.”

Captain Frank J. Sullivan was re¬ 
instated Monday and resumed command 
of Company B, Signal Corps, National 
Guard of California, after haveing 
been suspended from duty ten days ago 
by Adjutant General J. J. Borree for 
failure to make his quarterly report. 

Arthur S. Cunningham, general man¬ 
ager of the lone Firebrick company,

States government in the bay district. 

Excerpts from Rolph’s speech fol¬ 
low: 

“We are a handful of people situ¬ 
ated in the finest spot in the world— 
a climate unexcelled, land, homesites 
and facilities such as you will not find 
anywhere! If this particular spot were 
located in some part where men of 
means and men of wealth had the op¬ 
portunity of purchasing land and 
could traverse this beautiful section 
of the state highway, the land would 
increase in value and homesites 
would increase and the community 
would grow and prosper such as few 
of us realize. Men living in New York 
to-day take their automobiles and find 
their homes in the Berkshire hills— 
they travel two hundred miles out 
theref or summer places. Here, in 
the beautiful San Mateo, Alameda and 
Santa Clara counties we have a 
climate where we can go and have 
homes every day in the year free of 
bad weather and have a wholesome, 
healthful climate. It has been said 
that the Panama canal and its open¬ 
ing, which was celebrated by the ex¬ 
position, was going to do more for 
the Pacific coast and San Francisco 
than any place else. 

“Another matter that affects this 
project is the question of the decision 
by the naval board for a naval base 
in San Francisco bay. 1 believe that 
the naval base will be located at 
Hunter’s Point. I believe that the 
aviation base will be locate at Red¬ 
wood City. I believe that with the 
naval base at Hunter’s Point and the 
aviation base at Redwood City and 
deep water from the Dumbarton 
bridge on the soutli to the fairway on 
the north, a distance of eighteen miles, 
that the navy of the United States and 
all the navies of the world can an¬ 
chor with safety in that spot, and I 
believe it not far distant when 
twenty-five million dollars will be 
spent by the national government for 
the only naval base in the whole 
United States, a base that will insure 
the patriotism of the whole American 
people and make us safe from attack.” 

E. T. McGettigan, secretary of the 
Redwood City Chamber of Commerce, 
after making a brief speech in which 
be told the history of the Dumbarton 
bridge movement, presented a reso¬ 
lution declaring in favor of a per¬ 
manent organization to take up the 
work of fostering the bridge project. 
The resolution, which provides for the 
necessary committees, was adopted 
almost unanimously, the only dissent¬ 
ing vote coming from Secretary 
Brooks of the San Jose Chamber of 
Commerce, who in voting declared 
that the bridge would not work for 
the best interests of his community. 
He stated that it would interfere with 
navigation, notwithstanding that the 
plans for the bridge call for a span, 
allowing ships to pass merely by 
tooting a whistle.
